1. Of the Balneum Mariz, or 
Bath of Water. 

Ir is made of a Kettle or Caul- 
dron of Braſs, having an ordinary 
form, and firted for this purpoſe, 
with a brim of about an Inch and 
half broad, ro catch hold of the 
brim of the Furnace : which mutt 
have a cover fitred exaWly to it, 
having five round holes, whereof 
the middlcmoſt muſt be the big. 
geſt, and fir ro retain the botrom 
of a Glaſs Cucurbir with its Head : 
the other four holes are leſs, and 
for other Icfs Veſtel: or Diſhes of 
Farth,in which Extra&s andSalrs 
may be dryed. Or rhus, To de. 
ſti] in Balnco Mariz ir ro deſtil in 
a Bath of Water, or in a double 
Veſicl, wherein you place .the 
Glaſs Body : which holds the 
watter to be deftilled ina con- 
venient Veſſel of Warer :- Some 
( wilft the water'is cold. and for 
fear of breaking ) put a wiſp of 
Straw under it ro keep it from 
the bcttom, then. make rhe warer 
hol, that the Spirits may afcend; 
and at laſt rake out rhe Glafs, rhe 
water betrg firft cold, left rhe 
Glaſs ſhould break. 

2. Ct the Balneum Vapores, 


a contrivance to hang the ſaidGlaſ 
Bodys, over the Vapors of Fumcs 
of the boyling water in the afore. 
ſaid Cauldron ; for which every 
wan has his own proper. Inventi- 
on : The beſt way is to have a vaul. 
| ted cover, at top of which, the 
Glaſs body may hang.

It ſerves to deſtill Spirir, of 
Wine, Aqua Vitz, Balſams, Wa- 
rers, Spirits, and Aromarich P-r- 
fumes. It is made of Copp:r 
not- Tinned wirhin, and (ome- 
what round bottomed, as is uſual 
for Coppers ; the Metals is about 
the. thickneſs of a ſhilling, eigh- 
ren Inches in high, and twelve 
Inches in Diameter, being to- 
wards the top a little concpve, 
tom the middle of which ariſes 
a neck four Inches high, and 
three Inches in Diameter below, 
and four 'above, or theareabours : 
on rhe one fide of the top arites 
a lictle Pipe two Inches high, 
and half an Inch wide. by which 
with a tennel you may put in a- 
gain the firſt Spirits, which come 
a little mudsy,- and are ſo made 
by the filth adhering to the Alem. 
bick,

It is made of Braſs, having 4 
Neck fix Inches deep, and three 
inches large ar top and borrom, 
but four Inches in the middle :

Of the Hogſheadr and Worm, 
The Pipe coming from the 
Moors head muſt be joyned to 
another Pipe of Braſs 11x foor 
long, and an Inch Diameter, di- 
miniſhing by little and lictle to- 
wards the end, which Pipe muſt 
go through two Hogs- heads (ci- 
tuared cloſe one by another, ſo 
that the Pipe entring almoſt at 
the top of the neareſt, may run 
down lanting, fo as ro come our 
at the laſt Hoop of the farther- 
moſt : the holes rhrough which 
this, Pipe runs muſt be lured 
ficopgly , then the Hogs-heads 


muſt be filled with cold water, 
all which is uſed as a ſecond re- 
frigeratory to condenſe rhe Va- 
pours or Spirits in their paſlage, 
that a large diſtillation way be 
made in a ſmall time.

T1. The firft Furnace is for a Bale 
neum Marie or Vaporovs Bath.
